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HORROR OF THE SEA 
CAUSED BY FIRE 


SIX T E E N PERSO Nb BURNED TO 
DEATH. 


Passengers and Sailors of the Steam­ 
ship Leona Die in the Steerage — 
Cargo of Cotton Bursts Out Into 
Flames —All Escape is Cut Off— 
T he List of Victims. 


New York, May IO.—The 
Mallory 
line steam er Leona, which left her pier 
on Saturday, bound for Galveston, took 
fire at sea, put back and arrived in 
port Sunday night with sixteen corpses 
on board. 
The dead were thirteen steerage pas­ 
sengers and three members of 
the 
crew, who succumbed to a terrible fire 
which occurred off t^e Delaware capes 
a t an early hour Sunday morning. 
The horror of the story can hardly 
be told. 
Those who are dead were 
penned up below decks, and although 
frantic efforts were made by the offi­ 
cers of the vessel to save them , the 
fire had gained such terrible headway 
before the danger was discovered th at 
all escape was cut off. 
The steam er carried in her cargo 
m any bales of cotton. 
It is not cer­ 
tain how the fire originated, but when 
it was discovered it burst forth with 
such fury th at it was impossible to 
reach the steerage. 
Even then the 
steerage passengers apparently were 
unm indful of the danger, 
else 
the 
sm oke and flames would 
not 
have 
reached them. 
The saloon passengers 
were 
first 
aroused, and in such a m anner as to 
occasion little alarm . 
W hen it be­ 
came apparent th at the fire had cut 
off the steerage the captain and his 
m en poured great quantities of w ater 
down the ventilator, and 
the 
m ost 
frantic effort was made for the es­ 
cape of those penned up. In this way 
eight of the steerage passengers made 
their escape.

Leona left her pier Saturday at 
3 
o’clock p. rn., with eleven saloon pas­ 
sengers and many in the steerage. She 
carried a general cargo of m erchan­ 
dise. 
Capt. W ilder was in command, 
w ith F irst Mate W allace and Second 
M ate Sweeney assisting. The chief en­ 
gineer was Taylor, with three assist­ 
ants, and a crew of about seventy-five 
men, including firemen and deck hands. 
Among the passengers were S. V. 
W inslow of Rutherford, N. J. 
On his 
return to this city Mr. W inslow told 
.the following graphic story of the fire: 
' 
left the pier at 3 o’clock Sat­ 
urday afternoon with clear skies and 
beautiful weather. 
Sandy Hook was 
passed, and the lights of the Jersey 
shore were still visible when we went 
to bed. By the tim e we passed Barne­ 
gat light, at IO o’clock, all the pas­ 
sengers were in bed. 
The passengers 
in the steerage had also retired to 
th e ir bunks. 
The watch going off at 
12 o’clock reported everything well. 
There was no suspicion of any fire or 
other trouble. 
The sea 
was 
very 
smooth and there was no wind. 
The 
moon was shining brightly. 
» ^ irs t Mate W allace was pacing the 
■bridge about 2 a. rn. when lie thought 
he smelled smoke coming from the 
forecastle. He went down the forw ard 
to the companion way and opened the 
door to the steerage. 
The mom ent he 
did this there was a burst of flame, 
which burned his face. 
“ W allace turned and ran on deck 
and cried the alarm of fire to the for­ 
ward watch, telling him to wake the 
steward and have all the passengers 
aroused as quickly as possible, w ith­ 
out creating 
any excitement. 
The 
stew ard did this in a quiet m anner, 
going to each state-room and waking 
the occupants. 
“ He said in calm tones th at there 
was a slight fire in forward part of the 
ship, and it m ight be advisable for the 
passengers to get their things togeth­ 
e r 
It m ight be possible, he added, 
th a t the ship would eventually have to 
be abandoned. 
“Capt. W ilder rushed on deck at the 
first alarm , clad only in an undershirt, 
and trousers. 
He assumed command 
and at once ordered the crew to res­ 
cue the steerage passengers. On the 
same deck with the steerage, on the 
port side of the ship, a large quantity 
of cotton bagging was stored, sepa­ 
rated from the steerage passengers by 
a board partition. 
“ The main deck was alm ost com­ 
pletely filled with freight, cutting off 
all exit from the steerage to the af­ 
terpart 
of 
the 
ship. 
The 
only 
out from the steerage was lip the for­ 
ward companionway. 
“The crew, on tile captain’s orders, 
rushed for the companionway and at­ 
tempted to descend. 
They were driv­ 
en back by dense \ dames of smoke.

through the ventilators, and it was ap­ 
parent to all who were on deck that 
below decks was a roaring furnace. 
“Then it dawned on the officers and 
crew th at the unfortunates 
in 
the 
steerage were probably 
burning 
to 
death. 
Capt. W ilder saw his crew 
driven back from the companionway 
and the realization of the horror be­ 
low made him desperate. 
“He rushed to the stairs and boldly 
attem pted to go below*. 
He did not 
get down more than half a dozen steps 
when the increasing clouds of smoke 
and the flames shooting up 
around 
him drove him on deck. 
“He stepped back to the shelter of 
the 
pilot 
house. 
His 
face 
was 
scorched. 
His eyebrows were burned 
away. 
He stood there dazed and over­ 
come for a moment. 
Then he 
ex­ 
claimed: 
‘No man can go through 
th at and come out alive.’ 
“I tried to peer through the smoke 
to see if the steerage passengers were 
running around below*, and I hoped 
th at we would be able to reach them 
in some way. 
I listened for sounds, 
but could hear nothing save the roar 
of the flames as they grew steadily in 
volume below and rolled round and 
round in the narrow* quarters. 
There 
was not a scream, not a shriek, no 
signs of life below.’’

"T he boxes arrived in Beloit in 
March, and were on the 27th and 29th 
of that month, hauled by George Mer­ 
rill, an expressman, from the North­ 
western freight depot to the Crahen 
warehouse. 
Merrill says that there 
were bet ween twelve and fifteen boxes, 
that they were of uniform size and 
make, and each had a rope handle at 
either end. 
At the time he was haul­ 
ing the boxes to the warehouse he was 
also engaged to take six or eight boxes 
a little larger, stained in imitation of 
black walnut, and provided w ith iron 
handles, from the freight depot to the 
residence of 
Mrs. 
Arthur Brittan, 
where he deposited them iu the base­ 
ment. 
"The boxes at the warehouse were 
there as late as last Tuesday, but have 
since disappeared, and no one about 
the premises seems to know what hat 
become of them. 
There are two boxes 
in the warehouse carrying the address 
gives above—one an ordinary govern­ 
ment packing box and the other evi­ 
dently a covering for some piece of 
furniture. 
The latter is about eight 
feet long, three feet wide and about 
one foot deep, the bottom being left

ta t’en of Mrs. Doe, to haul the goods 
to the warehouse and to the residence 
of Mrs. Brittan, and that this is all 
that he knowa about the transaction. 
There are various reports current at 
to what has become of the boxes that 
were in the warehouse.

knowing ones express the opinion that 
they have been moved to Janesville, 
but there ie nothing to show this to 
hare been the case.

boxes were brought from Wash­

former years, it is my opinion from 
present prosptc swe will raise as much 
wheat as last year. 
The states of 
Kentucky and Tennessee which last 
year raised thirteen million five hun­ 
dred thousand will raise 18,000,000. 
Missouri which last year produced 
10,500.000 this year will raise nine 
and half million bushels. 
The state 
ol Illinois which in a great many of 
the best producing wheat count.es is 
almost a total failure will not raise 
more fhan ten million bushels, while 
last year it raised twenty-eight mil­ 
lion. 
The state of Ohio is one of 
the 
most 
reliable 
states to 
make 
an 
estimate on from the fact that 
the farmers are better 
situated to 
take care of a big crop than those of 
the west. I place the estimate at thirty 
eight minions while last year it was 
215,000,000. 
The state of 
Indiana 
in the northern and central ciunties 
of which the wheat fields look very 
spotted caused by fly and frost dam 
age last fall and 
winter from 
pres­ 
ent outiock may raise nearly as much 
as last year. 
While 
traveling over 
some of the principal counties of the 
northern part of the state and a few 
of the northwestern counties of Ohio 
last ^eek I found the Hessian fly and 
some of them were already flying over 
the fields. 
In a few days with warm 
weather they will deposit their eggs 
In lese than two weeks if dry and 
warm the young ones that do the 
damage, will be hard at work. 
This 
may lessen the crop of Indiana and a 
small portion of Ohio to a consider­ 
able extent. 
I find the stock of 
wheat in farmers’ hands and country 
elevators is decidedly lighter than it 
bas been tor a number of years and 
the 
price 
is from 85 to 98 cants 
throughout. 
After a personal conference with Mr. 
Lefeber, I want to make the following 
statement, namely: 
The serious damage is yet to be ap­ 
prehended in Indiana and parts of 
Ohio where the fly is. 
He pays that 
the condition of 
the crop and the 
weather are very favorable to such 
damages, and if the fly has really ap­ 
peared in Kansas, wh'cb we doubt, the 
same conditions will prevail there 
The market advanced in anticipation 
of the government report and on the 
large decrease in the visible supply.
